Mr. Gould and the Special Agent; Begin 


the Work To-Day. 


The City Divided Into Six Districts—What 
Factories are Excepted from Mr. 
Gould’s Jurisdiction. 


The industrial and manufacturing census of 
St. Louis is now being taken under the super- 
vision of Chief Special Agent David B. Gould. 
Work commenced to-day, and the six special 
agents are busv gathering in the statistics re- 
lating to factories and other industrial estab- 
lisbments. Mr. Gould has divided the city 
into six districts, each of which is canvassed 
by a special agent. The divisions are as 
follows: 

First District—All that part of the 
city lying te the south of Bryan and Macdon- 
aid avenues, which of course embraces Car- 
ondelet. This district is canvassed by Mr. L. 
H. Jones. The Second District embraces the 
part of the city lying between Bryan and 
Macdonald avenue on the south and Soulard 
street and Lafayette avenue on the north. 


This is under the charge of Mr. Wm. Throzk- 
morton. The Third District is comprised be- 
tween Soulard and Lafayette avenue on the 
south and Eim street and Clark avenue on 


the north. Mr. John F. Cahill is the «pecia! } 


agent for this district. The Fourtu District 
is bounded by Elm and Clarke avenue on tbe 
south and Washington avenue on the north, 
and is canvassed by Mr. Geo. Wrigut. The 
Fifth District lies between Washington ave- 
nue-and Benton, Montgomery anu St. Louis 
avenue onthe north. It is canvassed by Mr. 
M. B. Allen. The Sixth District comprises 
all the territory lying to the north of Benton, 
Montgomery and St. Louis avenue. Special 
AgentJ. H. Hawley is entrusted with this di- 
vision.

Mr. Gould and his agents have to col- 
lectBthe statisticsof all factories, etc., ex- 
cept the following, which are entrusted to one 
special agent for the entire country, viz. 
manufactures of cotton, iron and steel, wool- 
en and worsted goods, coke, glass, 
ship-building, silk and silk goods, 
distilleries and breweries, fisheries, mining 
in all its branches, including coal and petro- 
lium. With these industries Mr. Gould and 
assistants have nothing to do. Sixty days is 
the time allowed to complete the work, but 
there is a probability that it may be accom- 

lisbed in less time. It will, however, be done 
n a thorough manner.

An Iowa Town Inundated by a Sudden 
Freshet—Two Boys and a 
Girl Drowned. 


WATERLOO, Iowa, July 12.—Yesterday 
the dry run which crosses this city became 
suddenly flooded by the heavy rain 
which has been general in this _ sec- 
tion, and the First and Second wards 
were speedily under water. Dwelling- 
houses of all kinds and property were en- 
dangered. The fire department worked he- 
roically in reecuing preperty and saving life. 


The railroad track of the Bur- 
lington, Cedar Rapids and Northern Road 
was soon three feet under water for 


a distance of 500 feet. The water was nine 
inches deep on the floor of the Congregational 
Church, and three feet deep on the Opera- 
house floor. The water subsided nearly as 
suddenly as it came.

Two boys, Fred Seiberting and young Mer- 
win, and a girl, name unknown, were drown- 
ed. The damage to city property $25,000. 
Reports from the neighboring county state 
tbat damage has also been sustained on ac- 
count of wet weather and floods.

Louis, 310,864$was incorrect. The persons 
most willing to accept this view of the mat- 
ter are those connected with the taking of 
the present census. Supervisor Salomon and 
bis assistants are positive of the accuracy of 

the present work and hold no views on the 
subject of the increase other than what the 


figures will show. The wonderful

similar belief. A PoOST-DISPATCH re- 


porter assigned to obtain the views of Col. C. 
A. Newcomb, who was United States Marshal 
in 1870 and under whose supervison the 


United States census was taken inthat year, 
met the gentieman on the street. In reply to 
a question put by the reporter Mr. New- 


comb said: Yes; I was United States Mar- 
shel bere in 1870 and superintended the taking 
of the census.“ 

„Wat can yousay ofthe correctness of 
that work?“ 

I can say that it was perfectly correct. It 
is true that we bad more time than was grant- 
ed Gen. Salomon.’’ 

‘* What were the arrangements under which 
you took the census?!“ 

“Well, we were given from June Ist. to 
September Ist. We took it on the same plan, 
only enumerating persons who resided in the 
cityf{on June Ist.“ 

„How many enumerators were employed 
in 1870 

‘‘I think there were about twenty-five or 
thirty men employed,and the city divided 
into precincts about the size of a ward. That 
was before the extension of the limits.’’ 

„What do you think of the charge made by 
the present enumerators that the census taken 
under your supervision was false?’’ 

do not know any grounds for such an as- 
sertion. When I began tue work I selected 
only men recommended by well-known citi- 
zens. They were without exception in- 
telligent and thoroughly competent men, aad 
maybe that is more than can be said of the 
present enumerators. 

“You believe, then that the present enum- 
erators are not competent.“ 

‘+I cannot say anything about that of my 
own knowledge, but from what I hear from 
good citizens I have been led to believe thut 
thev sre not competent.“ 

W bat do you think about the census?“ 

am very positive that the census of 1870 
is absolutely correct as far as I could know 
from my position, and I think I would know 
ofany fraud, and I believe that the present 
census is incorrect and thatthe full popula- 
tion bas not been enumerated. The result of 
the work of the letter-carriers is proof of that 
fact. They turned in over 20,000 names that 
had not been enumerated.’ 

**That fact is accounted for by the Super- 
visor, Whosays that as soon as the letter cir- 
riers Were put to work the enumerators im- 
mediately ceased work.“ 

“That is no excuse at all. When men are 
paid to do a piece of work itis their place to 
do the work. I consider thatthatisno excuse 
at all, and the fact is positive proof of the in- 
completeness of the work.’’ 

What do you suppose is the population of 
this city?” 

‘It is over 400,000. Mind, I put this down 
asthe low figure. I don’t believe that St. 
Louis has made the rapid strides thit Chicago 
Uns, but we certainly have over 400,000 peop'e 


here now. If We haven’t—well, if 
we haven't I’ll eat all under that 
ure. I hope you will not publish this chal- 


lenge, but I only say so because I am positive 
we have over that number. 1 am sure that 
tbe census taken under my supervision was 
correct, and ldo not think the same ein be 
said of the present work.“

GEZA VON KAGAN. 


Additional Details of the Death of the 
Melaucholy Hungarian. 


Upon making a more complete investigation 
of Geza Von Kagan’s suicide at 306 South 
Second street on last Saturday evening, the 
Coroner discovered that Von Kagan was a 
native of Hungary, and at one time was clerk 
of the Circuit Court at Budapesth, an office of 
greater importance than the one in this coun-

Herr Bechtolshem proffered him financial 
assistance but he refused it, sayiug that he 
could bave obtained monev at home in Hun- 
gary bad he wanted to borrow. After this 
interview bewent to bis room and bung him- 
self. A letter giving the melancholy details 
of his death has been sent to bis relatives by 
the Corner. A silver watceh,ac!uster-diamond 
scarf-pin,a knife, a seal stamped with a 
crown, some monev and a trunk of clothes 
comprise the decedent’s effects. They are in 
possession of the Coroner. The burial took 
place at Calvary Cemetery to-day. There 
were few attendants and fewer mourners.

take her life. In the face of her willing- 
ness to reform and her frantic appeals for 
mercy the murder becomes bru- 
tal, heartless and cowardly. Yet 
we shall hardly expect to see young 
De Jarnette expiate his crime on the gal- 
lows. There are so many natural born 
fools in this country who have such sickly 
and sentimental ideas of female honor“ 
that one out of twelve can always be found 
to justify this mode of wiping out spots on 
the family record. If sisters should insist 
on applying the same rule to their brothers 
the land would soon be depopulated of 
youngmen. And we might add that if 
wives were equally exacting there would 
be a startling increase of widows. 


LET it be remembered that under the prece- 
dent ot a century, and under the special claim 
and practice of the Republicans in 1876, con- 
gress alone countsand decides what is and 
what isnotan electoral vote.

As it Should Be. 

To the Hon. George Frisbie Hoar und others, 
Committee of the National Republican Con- 
vention: 

GENTLEMEN—My nomination by your Con- 
vention at Chicago was unexpected. I did not 
desire it; I had not even contemplated the 
possibility ot its being made. A very distinct 
recollection of events in my own public career 
lett no room in my mind for tne supposition 
that the political party with which I am act- 
ing could, under any circumstances, risk’ its 
supremacy upon my candidature. After the 
moment ot weakness in which I consented to 
allow my name to go before the delegates, my 
first impulse wasto withdraw. That impulse 
has recurred with augmented strength at vari- 
ous times during the past five weeks. It is still 
strong within me. Nevertheless,it having been 
represented to me that withdrawal at this 
time is impossible, I have reluctantly décidea 
to accept a nomination that was unsought and 
uncoveted, and to enter into a canvass which 
my better judgment declares to be hopeless. 
In accepting the nomination of the Republican 
party to be President of the United States, I 
expressly disciaim responsibility for the re- 
sult, if unfavorable to that party. 

Having candidly defined my position in re- 
gard to the canvass, it becomes proper for me 
to touch, with equal candor, upon the leading 
issues that will engage the attention of the 
people during the next few months. 

In June, 1868, as is shown by the record,and 
as is declared by the report ofthe Republican 
investigating committee, known as the Poland 
Committee, I received from Mr. Oakes Ames a 
check tor $329, being a dividend on stock held 
by me in the Credit Mobilier of America. In 
the confusion of a trying moment I swore that 
I had never owned such stock and never re- 
ceived such dividend. When it was shown 
that tae money in question had been paid me, 
beyond the possibility of a doubt, I requested 
Mr. Oakes Ames to consider it a loan. I now 
respectfully ask the voters of the United States 
to take that view of the trausaction, and let it 
go as aloan. 

On the 12th of Julv, 1872—by an interesting 
coincidence just eight years ago to-day—I re- 
ceived trom a firm ofcontractors interested in 
procuring an appropriation by the committee 
ot which I was chairman, acheck for $5,000. 
When this transaction was investigated, five 
years later, by a Committee of Congress, I 
swore that the $5,000 was nota bribe, buta 
tee. The fact that I had never rendered to 
this film ot contractors any services of a legal 
nature is one which,in my opinion,it is neither 
just nor generous to bring up after all this 
lapse oftime. I therefore respectfully request 
the voters of the United States to adopt my 
view ofthe five thousand dollar transaction, 
and let it go as a fee. 

In February avd March, 1873, I was largely 
instrumental in effecting the passage of an ap- 
priation of about $2,000,000 for the back pay 
of Congressmen. I considered the amount 
which thus came into my hands a welcome ad- 
dition to my slender income; but when I found 
thatthe measure was odious to the country 
and likely to affect the political future of the 
Congressmen concerned in it, I made haste to 
cover the entire sum into the Treasury. I 
was one of the first half-dozentorefund. Inow 
respectfully ask tre voters of the United States 
to take my view of that restoration of the peo- 
ple's money and let it go as a virtuous act. 

There are no doubt other questions affecting 
my personal character which will come before 
the country; those wbich I have specified seem 
to me to be among the most important. My 
earnest desire is that, whatever course politi- 
cal discussion may take between now and 
November, we may be spared a campaign of 
calumny. 

On the other hand, if culture and classical 
attainments are to have any weight in the con- 
test now opening—if, as has been recently sug- 
gested in the speech of u distinguished Massa- 
chusetts Senator, the schoolmaster is to be 
given a hearing—I can promise that, like the 
blind Tyrtœus at the terrible pass of Salamis, 
inspiring the Athenian Old Guard by combing 
out his long locks in the presence ot the Egyp- 
tian hosts, I shall be found atthe front of the 
Republican column, carrying confidence to the 
hearts ot voters by the coolness with which, in 
the hottest of the fight, I shall bring out from 
time to time some of the treasures of a culti- 
vated mind.

1. We stick yet to what principles we have 
left to us, excepting that we take back and 
bury out of sight all that we have said hereto- 
fore against military candidates without civil 
qualifications or experience. Such leaders we 
now believe in. 

2. We believe also in a variegated, spotted 
tariff, including free whisky, without which 
the Democratic party would cease to ba, 
That is what we mean by a tariff tor revenue. 

3. We heartily recommend three kinds of 
barrels:

Butchers’ and Drovers’ Scrip Not 
to Be Paid August Ist. 


A Further Delay Necessary to Realize 
on the Assets.

The Deeds of Trust Given by the 
Chambers Family. 


A Serious Difference of Opinion About 
the Amount of Assets. 


Few bank failures have excited so much 
general interest, or affected so many different 
people, as did the breaking of the Butchers’ 
and Drovers’ three years ago. The pecu- 
liar character of the bank, and the 
personal respect felt for its officers, 
ecured it, a run of small depositors who put 
all their littlesavings into its coffers, and 
who in its closing lost all they had. Nobody 
knows why the failure occurred. There were 
Whispers of wild speculation in jetty stock 
and other fluctuating securities. 
There were rumors of all kinds 


in the arr for some time after the house closed 
its doors, and it Was even claimed by the 
cashier, and hy rs, that there was no ne- 
cessity for the winding up when it did take 

lace, but that the bank could 

ave run on in safety. However 
all this may have been, the bank closed and 
went into liquidation. The outstanding in- 
debtedness was covered by an issue of * 
000 worth of scrip, secured by the assets of 
the bank and by deeds of trust given by Mrs. 
Smith, Mrs. Chambers and Mrs. Hudson upon 
their private property. This was to most of the 
creditors a satisfactory arrangement, and as 
five per cent in cash and the balance 
in scrip was offered, the great majority ac- 
cepted the terms, and settled down to wait 
until August 1, 1880, for their 
money. Those who not choose 
to acce pt the scrip were given 
their pick ofthe bank’s assets, and 
many who took this horn of the dilemma 
completely recovered every cent they had — 
into the bank. The holders of scrip were dis- 
satisfied about this, as it seemed to 
make a class of preferred creditors, 
while the scrip never was worth more than 
seventy-five cents on the dollar, and has been 
constantly dropping ever sjoce the failure. 
When these gentlemen learn that 

THE SCRIP WILL NOT BE PAID 

aceording to promise, on August Ist, itis 
highly probable that their satisfaction will not 
be increased. The whole matter is in a very 
serious tangle,as there are half a dozen inimi- 
cal interests, and it nas been further compli- 
cated by a suit brought by Jacob Bittner, one 
of the original creditors, who neither accept- 
ed scri nor assets for his claim, 
asking that Mr. Chambers be ousted and 
a receiver appointed to wind up the affairs of 
the bank. It is thought by those best posted, 
and even conceded by Mr. Chambers’ friends, 
that a receiver will be appointed by the 
court. In tbat case it is highly probable that 
the ladies who gave the deeds of trust to se- 
cure the scrip will contest payment and the 
assets will be frittered away in litigation. 
The outlook is very gloomy for the holders of 
the scrip. © 

A PosT-DISPATCH reporter made it his 
business this morning to call upon several 
leading brokers and asked what he could get 
for $1,000 worth of scrip, and he found the 
market very dull. Mathews & Whittaker de- 
clined to make any offer at all, but would see 
what they could do. Coquard offered 
forty cents on the dollar, but, after a moment’s 
consideration, withdrew the proposal. As 
soon as a receiver is gee it will drop to 
twenty-five. I don’t believe I want to han- 
dle it.“ 

Don't you think it will be paid on Au- 
gust Ist?!“

Donaldson & Fralev thought it was worth 
about 40.

Mr. Dixon said 
they were not, but also stated that he could 
probably recollect anything the reporter 
might like to know. 

„Well, whatI and everybody else in town 
want to know, Mr. Dixon, is, will the scrip 
be taken up on the Ist of August?“ 

“No, sir; that may as well be understood 
definitely now. The scrip will not be paid on 
August 1. It will take six months, and it 
anay take a year, to realize on the assets.’’

If the real estate is 
forced to a sale now it will go for a song.

“But these parties claimthat no attempt 
has been madeto collect the assets of the 
bank, and that they wanta receiver to make 
the attempt?’’ 

‘If we have waited this long, there is no 
earthly excuse for not waiting a little longer 
and throwing away this chance. Perhaps 
Chambers is careless in regard to this matter. 
He never was careful enough to succeed. 
WhenlI became a stockholder, I found that 
the bank was paying cash divends, although the 
stock was only half paid up. 1 told Mr. 
, Chambers that such a thing was suicidal. 

Then, the rate of interest they paid on time 
deposits was much too high, and the salaries 
paid employes from cashier down were very 
much more than the emploves were worth 
and the bank could pay. Yes, many things 
were done rather carelessly. But I. as a 
holder of $12,000 worth of scrip, say give 
Chambers a chance and hell pull us through.“ 
MR. DANIEL DILLON, 
who has been active in this bank trouble as 
couxselfor Mr. Jacob Bittner, was asked 
won he thought about the condition of the 
ank. 

„Of course — won't pay up on the Ist of 
August, that is clearly impossible. You see 
with the best intentions in the world Mr. 
Chambers overestimates the assets. I am 
quite sure there is not more than 8 50, 000 to 
pay the $300,000 of outstanding scrip.’ 

„Then there will be lively times about the 
Ist of August!“ 

„Ob. no. We will havea receiver appoint- 
ed, and wipdthe bank up as soon as possible. 
It is the only way to secure the interests of 
the creditors.’’ 

“Do you think there will be any trouble 
about those deeds of trust given by Mrs. 
Chambers, Mrs. Smith and Mrs. Hudson!“ 

“Well, those deeds are very peculiar. A suit 
in equity, however, might probably straighten 
the matter out.“ 

Mr. Langton was called on, but he declined 
to make any statement inthe matter. He men- 
tioned several cases where differeat parties had 
paid large debts to the bank with scrip bought 
at a comparatively low figure. Mr. Langton, 
who was cashier of the ill-fated institution, 
was opposed to the closing, and he still thinks 
that measure very unwise. 


THE CRIMINAL COURT. 


A Plea of Not Guilty Entered for — 
—Indict ments Returned by the Gran 
Jury—Heuman’s Case. 


The motion for a new trial in the case of 
William Thompson was overruled. 

A motion to commute the sentence of James 
McNamara for burglary and larceny was 
filed. 

Thr plea of guilty to murderinthe second 
degree entered by Charles Kring was set 
aside. As Kring refused toplead, a plea of 
not guilty was ordered by the court to be 
entered. 


John Costello withdrew his plea of not guil- 
ty, pleaded guilty to stealing some goods from 
Sarah A. Wallace and was fined $ 15. 

The grand jury returned seven true bills, 
and six complaints marked “Not a true bill, 
but probable cause.“ The cases in which the 
lutter statement was made are these: John L. 
Gannon, burglary and larceny at the house of 
G. P. Daub; Louise Rogers, assault to do 
great bodily harm on Rachael Rogers; Matil- 
da Maguire, grand larceny from August Otto; 
Charles Norton, grand larceny from W. A. 
Frank; Philip Duvignan and Catherine 
Schnable, grand larcenv from Wm. Kennert; 
John Coleman, grand larceny from David Da- 


vis. These cases were all set for trial. 
The Conrad Heuman murder case 
came up, but Circuit Attorney Nor- 


mile asked for a postponement on the ground 
that Philip Heuman, a boy, who is one of the 


chief witnesses for the State, was sick, and 


would not be able to attend the trial if it 
should occur to-day. Mr. Merrick got very 
angry andreplied te Mr. Normile’s statement 
in a manner that offended that gentle- 
man, who hinted that if Mr. Merrick 
did not alter his mode of conducting cases 
the court would be under the necessity of fu - 
ing the Circuit Attorngy for contempt. 
Thus the matter dragged’‘on until a late hour 
this afternoon, and it was impossible to con- 
jecture what will be done eventually. It 
is well known that Col. Normile 
has appeared before the grand jury and ob- 
tainea a new indictment against Heuman, the 
murderer of his child.

The Great Engineer on His Way to 
California—A Call From Portugal. 


Captain James B. Eads returned this morn- 
ing from his semi-annual inspection of the 
jetties. He was accompanied on the trip by 
Col. Andrews, one of the engineers of the 
jetties. Capt. Eads said toa Post-DISPATCH 
reporter that everything is in sfactory 


shape, and that it will not be long before the 


Great Eastern will run up to New Orleans. 
TheCaptain leaves to-morrow morning for 


San rancisco to attend to duties 
connected with his position as 
consulting engineer of the State 


of California. The work just now on hand is 
the improvement of the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin Rivers, and the distinguished engin- 
eer will be engaged on the Pacific Slope for 
about two months. On his return to the city 
this morning Captain Eads found waiting for 
bim a letter from the Government of Portu- 
gal asking that he send terms for plans for the 
removal of the obstructions from the mouth 
of the River Douro at the port of Oporto. This 
is the principal river of Portugal, and its use- 
fulness is seriously marred by an 
enormous bar near the mouth, in 
its nature similar to the delta that fur many 

ears kept shipping out of the Mississippi. 
The Portuguese Government have spenta great 
deal of money in a vain endeavor to remedy 
matters atthe mouth of the Douro, and are 
now anxious to adept Capt. Eads’ effective 
jetty system. , 


Failure of the Union Mills. 

The failure of Mr. W. H. Maurice, of the 
Union Steam Mills, was reported in this pa- 
per on Saturday. Ata meeting of the credi- 
tors held on that date, a committee of credi- 
tors, consisting of Messrs. Spencer, Haggard 
and Bushman, were appointed toexamine the 


books and report at a meeting to be held this 
afternoon at half past four in the reading 
room of the Merchants’ Exchange. The 
committee find that the liabilities are 
$15,000 and the assets very small, not 
sufficient to pay 5 per cent. They consist 
chiefly of sacks and flour brands. The com- 
mittee also ascertained that there had been a 
wide ryt his accounts for some time and 
that be had gradually been fallinz behind. 
His bank account was considerably over- 
checked and the Bank of Commerce is one of 
his creditors. Some time ago Mr. Maurice 
borrowed $1,400 of the Bank of Commerce, 
secured by a second deed of trust on the 
mill, etc., to be repaid in monthly install- 
ments. Toree payments of $250 each were 
made on this account. The creditors of the 
defunct firm number about twenty-five and 
their losses range from $100 to 33,000, the 
highest amount due any one creditor.

A Widow, a Sculptor, and a Late Hus- 
band. 
[From the Albany Law Journal. 

In Zaleski ugainst Clark, a Connecticut case. 
a scuiptor executed a bust of the defendsat’» 
deceased husband, under an ugreemeat tha 
ebe should vot be bound to accept it unless 
she wus satisfied with it. The bust was ar- 
tistically executed, was a correct copy of the 
photograph furnished by defendant and was a 
good likeness; but, owing solely to want of 
color in the material, lacked life-like expres- 
sion. The defendant alleged that she wae 
not satisfied with it, and refuced to take it. 
Held that no action would lie for the price. 
Counsel addressed the following verv ingen- 
jous and scholarly argument to the Court: 

‘*The most that can be claimed is that tho 
contract called fora bust which should be 
satisfactory as far as the character of the 
thing ordered, and the nature’ of the material 
to be worked upon would admit. That it was 
satisfactory in this respect the Court express- 
ly finds. The satisfacion to bei met was a 
reasonable satisfaction—not a mere caprice. 
That the bust, when finished, lacked the at- 
tructions of life and color was no more a legal 
ground for dissatisfaction on the part of the 
defendsnt, who bad ordered a bust to be made 
out of plaster, than the absence of heat and 
upholstery would justify a similar dissatis- 
fuction on the partofone who had ordered 
from a mason-buiider the four wallsof a 
house, and on completion the residence was 


a cheerless one. Such dissatisfac- 
tion in reference to works of 
art, ceitainly, is too much of 


the dreamy and poetic order to be properly 
the subject of legal recognition. In this 

oetic tense as distinguished from the legal, 
8 may not be improper to recogaize it, and to 
vive the defendant eur sympathy, as was the 
case With Pygmalion, of mythological renown, 
who, asculptor himself, was thus affli ted, 
and who, mourning over the one imperfection 
of his musterpiece, is represented by a modern 
dramatist as groaning out his dissatisfaction in 
this wise: 

„No; the thiog is dull, cold stone— 
Shaped tou certain form, but still dull stone— 
The lifeless, senseless mockery of life. 
The gods muke lif’, the sculptor ouly death: 
The merest cu'-throat, when be plies bis trade, 
Makes better death thun I with all wy skill.’ 

In consideration of the fact that the only 
fauit found with the bust was that it failed ‘of 
the expression of the deceased during his life,’ 
and, further, that this failure of expression 
wus due solely ‘tothe nature of a bust as a 
dead white model,“ it is submitted that the 
dissatisfaction of the defendant and that of 
the myth»logical sculptor are identical.’’ It 
is highly probable, however, that even if the 
Court could have animated the bust, as Venus 
animated the statue of Pygemalioa’s widow, 
the women would still have been Gissatisfied 
with such a small fraction of ber late la- 
mentd lord. But the Court made short work 
of the sculptor. They said: In this case the 
plaintiff untertook to make a bust which 
should be satisfactory to the defendant. Tue 
plaintiff has not yet even fulfilled his contract. 
It is not enough to say that she ougnt to be 
satisfied with it, and that her dissatisfac ion 
is unreasonable. She, and net the Cour’, is 
entitled to juage of that. The contract was 
not to make one she oucht to be satistied with, 
but to make one that she would be satistied 
with. Nor is it sufficient to say that the bust 
was the very best thing of the kiad that 
could possibly be produced. Such an article 
might be satisfactory to the defendant, while 
one of inferior workmanship might be en- 
tirely satisfactory. A contract to produce a 
bust perfect in every respect and vue witb 
which the defendant cought to be saristied is 
one thing: an undertaking to make one with 
which sbe will be satisfied is quite another. 
The former can only be determined by ex- 


perts, orthose whose education and habits 
of life qualify them to judse of such 
matters. The latter cau ooly be de- 


termined by the defendant herself. It may 
have been unwise in the defendant to make 
such a contract, but baving made it he ia 
bound by it.“ Why did not the sculotor 
paint the bust, as the Euglish scuiptor, Gib 
son, was wont to do, and as the ancient 
Greeks probably did? It rejoices us to be 
able to say that the plainiiff on the new trial 
which the Court granted got judgment, and 
that judgment was affirmed. ‘The same testi 
mony was introduced as on the first trial, and 
why the re:ult was the converse in the Ap- 
pellate Court passes our comprehension.

It 
will hardly be credited thata man who as an 
actor appears before the public at least six 
days ina week, a strict teetotaler throughout 
the N. with the exception of one week. 
be described as a common drunkard 
and a Vagrant by any whose intelligence was 
not thoroughly obtuse. Such, however, was 
the manner of my commitment to the Inebri- 
ate Asylum in Kings 1 by the Justice. 
But let me tell the story as I have learned it: 
Itistrue that for about one week in the 
year, on the average, I have given way to 

the abuse of alcoholic drink, and after ada 

or two, forthe reason that I could not affor 
the time for protonged dissipation, placed 
myself, in most instances, in public institu- 
tions until I entirely recovered. My wife also 
hus mide such applications, and, God bless 
her, she always looks to my interest aud wel- 
fare, and has gone with me, at times, to the 
institutions fora few days until I was restor- 
ed. On the 16th of June! was just rec wer- 
ing from the effects ofa slight attack of my 
trouble, and while I was at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotelinbed attended by a nurse, an officer 
came to my room and informed me that ne 
bad a warrant for my arrest and must take 
me tothe Tombs. My wife visited the Home 
and obtamed forms of commitment aud 
rules, and again put herself in communication 
with the Justice. She says that she was asked 
answered severai questions, and then 
signed and swore to printed papers which 


. she did not — but which she was informed 


were only formal. After remaining a week at 
the *‘Home,’’ I sent for my counsel and he 
took me away from the institution. Much to 
my surprise, after leaving the institution, I
